most cases for adding the nostrum to the gaso- 
line in the fuel tank in certain proportions, 
such as five or eight ounces to five gallons of 
gasoline. 

Automobile engineers state that no service 


worth while to the cylinder parts can be 


fur- 
nished by a product mixed with the gasoline 
and worked through the carburetor into the 
the 


cylinder. Provided the product put into 


gasoline volatilized under the same conditions 
as the gasoline, under which conditions alone 
it would reach the cylinder at all, the amount 
entering the cylinder with the vaporized fuel 
at each stroke of the piston would be too small 
to have any effect there, and, besides, would 
be burned up in the combustion action in the 
cylinder. How would it be possible, for ex- 
ample, for a neutral oil with a fire test of not 
over 300 degrees, Fahr., to survive a combus- 
tion temperature such as is found in a motor 
car engine cylinder. 
HONEST PRODUCTS MORE MODEST. 
On the other hand, the few carbon removers 
which actually accomplish anything in this line 
call for application of the remover directly to 
the cylinder through the petcocks or spark 
plug opening, or squirted in with a gun to reach 
overhead valves. They do not claim to aid 
lubrication of the engine or to increase mile 
age from the fuel except as it 1s increased by 
They do 


not claim to destroy or eat up carbon, even, 


operation of a carbon-free engine. 


but simply to soften it and partially remove it 
so that it can be blown out the exhaust when 
the engine is started again. 

There is a fallacy which is fostered by some 
of these fake nostrums to the effect an auto 
mobile engine can be partly lubricated at least 
by lubricating oil fed into the cylinders through 
the carburetor along with the gasoline. Some 
small gasoline engines in stationary work and 
small marine engines, especially of old designs, 
have been lubricated by this means because 
they were simple in design and so economical 
in construction no better method of lubrication 
was provided. Such lubrication is a makeshift 
at best, serving with some degree of success 
where the working parts were few in number 
and where the engine was driven at only one 
speed. The fundamental reason why such a 
means of lubrication could not be successful in 
a many-cylindered automobile engine is be 
cause, as the speed of the engine is increased, 
the quantity of lubricating oil used must be 
proportionately increased. If it were possible 
to secure enough oil through the carburetor to 
lubricate the engine at low speed, enough could 
not be secured to operate at high speed unless 
the proportion of lubricating oil mixed with 
the gasoline were greatly increased, a condi- 
tion which it would be difficult to obtain.

from 71 to 78 cents per gallon, or chemical 
substitutes which sell for 50 to 58 cents 
per gallon, proprietors of lines of motor 
omnibuses operating in that city have been 
experimenting with artificial gas. They 
have found that, with gas at 71 cents pet 
thousand cubic feet, they affect a saving of 
approximately 50 per cent in the cost ot 
fuel over the former pre-war price for gaso 
line. 

The gas is carried in a rubber canvas bag 
on top of the omnibus, the connection with 
the engine being made thru an induction 
pipe just above the throttle valve. Abso- 
lute combustion of the gas has not yet been 
obtained, but it is believed that experience 
will soon overcome this difficulty. 

An Edinburgh company which operates 
a large number of motor omnibuses has 
been able to keep up its schedules using 
gas as fuel instead of gasoline, despite the 
hills in that neighborhood. The round trip 
from Edinburgh to a town fifteen miles 
outside of the city was accomplished. on 
one filling of the gas holders which have a 
capacity of about 800 cubic feet. Managers 
of the corporation gas works are expecting 
a considerable expansion of their sales of 
gas as motor fuel. They believe the market 
may become permanent in character if steel 
cylinders of a size and weight suitable for 
commercial motors can be provided, in 
which event they believe gas will compete

Refinery Prices On 
All Products Are Up 


HE gasoline situation continues to be 
the feature of the refinery markets 
Advances in refinery prices have been 
made in all gravities over last month’s quota 
tions, but in cases these were only a 
small fraction of a cent a gallon and scarcely 
served to offset advances crude oil 
which the last half of 
Oklahoma-Kansas crude oil advanced a total 
of 30 cents a barrel, making its present quota- 
tion $2. Pennsylvania crude was marked up 
40 cents a barrel to $3.50 at which price it

PETROLEUM CUP GREASES 


VALUABLE discussion of petroleum cup greases and 

the part they play in the field of lubrication is given in 
John Rome Battle’s ‘‘Lubricating Engineer’s Handbook.” 
It should be read by every oil man connected in any way with 
the manufacture or marketing of lubricants. A portion of 
that discussion is published here in the belief it will be read 
by some oil men who otherwise would not run across it.

‘Petroleum cup greases consist of lime soaps, mineral oils, and resin 
oils. Soap gives the grease melting-point and body. 

Undoubtedly, greases are excellent lubricants when properly used. 
They have, however, a very narrow range of service, and should not be 
called upon to perform the functions of lubrication under conditions to 
which they are not suited. 

The use of any solidified lubricant places a drag or friction load on 
the machine upon which it is used. The chief advantage of grease as a 
lubricant lies in its cleanliness and in its property to ‘‘stay put.’’ In 
bearings revolving at a slow speed. where it would be difficult to maintain 
a film of lubricant, grease may be used to advantage. 

For crank-pin bearings of high-speed engines, grease will give satis- 
factory results. In the case of the slow-speed bearings mentioned above, 
grease is an efficient lubricant, because due to its adhesiveness, it will 
maintain a layer of lubricant when the machine is at rest, and thus reduce 
the starting friction when the machine is placed in operation. 

Cup Greases—The manufacture of cup greases is generally as follows: 

(a) Saponification of fatty oil with calcium hydroxide in the presence 
of water.

(b) On completion of the saponificat ion, hydre »carbon oil (petroleum) 
is added to the soap formed and blended into a homogeneous mixtur¢ 


In making a so-called ‘‘hot-set”’ grease, fat is boiled with the causti 
soda and a little lime to change its appearance, then the mixture is dried 
and mineral oil is worked in. 

In making so-called ‘‘cold-set’’ grease, lime, a little water, and resin 
oil are combined with a neutral mineral oil. 


Free Tallow— Most greases contain about 3 per cent free tallow 


Total Fat—The total fat in good engine grease runs from about 15 to 
26 per cent. 

Fillers—Many unscrupulous grease manufacturers weight their 
greases with a “‘filler,’’ to give it body. These fillers may consist of wax, 
resin, talc, or some other substance equally worthless as a lubricant 


Animal Greases—Some greases on the market are made from anim3l 
oils. These greases become rancid when warmed and are injurious to th 
bearings in which they are used. Often these greases are scented with 
some oil, such as oil of citronella, to hide their identity. 


Specifications for Cup Greases—Cup grease should be a homogent 
ous mixture and should be composed of not less than 80 per cent mineral 
oil of 24 degrees Baume to 28 degrees Baume gravity. In addition, it 
should contain only odorless lime soap made from pure animal fats, with 
just enough lime for saponification. The ‘‘ash content’’ should never be 
more than 2.75 per cent. The grease should not contain any grit, resin, 
or fatty acids. On heating for an hour at 230 degrees Fahrenheit, not 
more than 3 per cent of its weight should be lost. 


Fibre Grease—This grease is usually made by saponifying a fatty 
oil with sodium or potassium hydroxide and a little water. On com- 
pletion of the saponification, the water is boiled out and mineral oil is 


added.

By varying the quantity of the constituents used, light, medium, and 
hard greases are made. Fibre greases of good quality will return to their 
former general consistency, after they have been heated to fluidity and 
allowed to cool. This grease is of a distinctly fibrous nature and when 
pulled apart the small fibres may be seen sticking out at the edges. 


Semi-fluid Oil and Greases—By varying the amounts of saponified 
fatty oil and combining less of it with mineral oil, the semi-fluid oils and 
greases are made. The general process is the same as described for cup 
greases. These products are used as lubricants for worm gearing and other 
mechanism requiring a lubricant midway in stiffness between a cup grease 
and the heaviest lubricating oils. 


Gear Compounds—Cheap inferior grades of gear compounds are 
made by mixing paraffine wax with a heavy mineral oil. Paraffine wax 
is not a lubricant. Good gear compounds are usually made by blending 
a mineral oil with a fibre grease. 


Graphite Greases— For certain cases where bearings are exposed to 
dampness, and where it is necessary to use a grease instead of an oil, 
graphite grease will give the best results. The addition of graphite tends 
to prevent the grease being washed from the bearing. A grease of this 
nature is often used on the exposed bearings of street railway cars. 


Specifications for Graphite Grease—Graphite grease should consist 
of about one part of amorphous graphite pigment and two parts of a 
homogeneous mixture of mineral grease and a metallic soap pigment. It 
should not show more than 15 per cent ash, and should not contain any 
uncombined resin or resinous oils. 

Steam Cylinder Grease—Grease may be used as a steam cylinder 
lubricant. The grease is fed to the cylinder by means of a specially de. 
signed lubricator, which first melts the grease and then feeds it into the 
steam line, where it is atomized by the steam. 

The usual cylinder grease on the market is composed of about 85 
per cent mineral oil and 16 per cent tallow, the mineral oil component 
consisting of about 66 per cent of a filtered cylinder stock and 33 pr cent 
petroleum grease. 

There is no possible advantage in using a cylinder grease, and if 
its cost is compared with the ordinary or even the highest priced cylinder 


oil, it will be found that the grease is a very expensive proposition (figur. 
ing 7% pounds of grease to the gallon of cylinder oil). 


There are numerous claims made for the lubricators, loaned by thy 
manufacturers of these greases, but none of these claims are borne out ip 
practical use that could not be obtained with a well-regulated cylinder 
sight-feed lubricator. 


Pinion Greases— Pinion greases are usually made from residuum from 
the stills. It can be produced in various consistencies, from that of heavy 
cylinder oil to a grease so stiff that it must be warmed to cause it to 
flow. These greases have a high adhesive power and will stick to an 
exposed bearing under the most adverse conditions. The thinner bodied 
greases are frequently used as wire cable coatings. Usually a little pine 
tar is mixed with the grease during manufacture. Some pinion greases 
are entirely made from pine tar, but these greases do not possess th 
adhesive or lubricating qualities of the residuum grease. 


Petroleum Grease—Petroleum grease is a sort of amorphous wax 
It is obtained as follows: When refining to cylinder stock, the residue 
in the still, which is a cylinder stock, is mixed with naphtha. This mix- 
ture is then allowed to settle, while being kept at a low temperature 
The mixture separates into two parts, the lower being the petroleum grease 
and the upper part is drawn off. This upper part is then heated to drive 
off the naphtha, which can be used again, and the remaining residue is a 
low cold test cylinder stock. 


The petroleum grease may be filtered to produce the different 
colored petrolatums. With some crudes, it is possible to obtain the 
petrolatum stock by straight refinement; that is, it remains as a residue 
in the still, after the lighter parts of the crude have been distilled off 
These crudes are very few, however, and come from certain sections of 
Pennsylvania. 


Tallow Greases—The so-called ‘‘tallow greases"’ are usually made 
with some hard animal fat, in combination with a small amount of mineral 
oil. The mixture is solidified by the use of soap. Its melting-points are 
usually between 50 and 75 degrees lower than the melting-point of the 
usual petroleum ‘‘cup grease.”’

TARTING with an advance in the price of Okla 
S homa-Kansas crude the first of August, all pro 
ducing fields were affected by the upward movement 
of prices during the latter part of the month. No 
price advances have been reported for this month, 
however, the price of Pennsylvania grade standing at 
$3.50 a barrel, an advance of 40 cents since August Ist. 
()klahoma-Kansas is $2 a barrel, a total advance of 50 
cents since that date. Light crudes in Louisiana and 
‘Texas are also $2. 


From present indications the advances in the price 
of crude have stimulated drilling, although producers 
still claim the shortage in oil field materials, together 
with the high prices at which they are quoted, are 
> handicapping their efforts to increase production. The 
August field report showed an increase in the work 

under way. 

The August report was also interesting in that it 
showed an initial production for the month of 154,551 
barrels daily, a gain of 24,218 barrels over the month 
before, and the largest total initial production since 

: November, 1915. 

The gain in production is to be credited to the Gulf 

Coast field, in which field alone new production for 

the month was 58,830 barrels, practically double the 
previous month's figures, due to the sensational gush- 
ers in the Goose Creek pool. 

Oklahoma showed a new production for the month 
of around 37,400 barrels, a decrease of 2,200 barrels 
from the month before. Completions dropped to 434 
wells, 143 less than in July. New work at the end of 
the month showed a small decline.

Kansas continued to develop as an oil field. New 





production there amounted to 41,000 barrels, an in 
crease of 2,000 barrels. Of this new production, over 
38,000 barrels came from butler County, where thi 
Ik] Dorado and Augusta pools are located. 

Nentucky Operators completed 166 wells with a 
new production of 1,950 barrels, a gain of 400 barrels 
over the month before. Pennsylvania new production 
dropped 1,250 barrels from July to 2,600 barrels. 

Operators in the Mid-Continent field are watching 
with interest developments in Greenwood County. 
Two weeks ago a well doing 300 barrels initial pro- 
duction was brought in there 10 miles west of Eureka. 
The well is now doing 200 barrels and many new tests 
are going down on nearby property. Activity con 
tinues in the developed territory and many new wells 
of the customary size have been brought in. 


A well two feet in the sand at Billings, Noble 
County, Okla., is flowing at the rate of 800 barrels 
a day. 

Three wells doing around 3,000 barrels initial were 
completed in the Goose Creek pool, where the Simms- 
Sinclair well came in a few weeks ago doing around 
25,000 barrels daily for two days, when it choked. 
There were some good completions in Humble also. 

Development work in the eastern fields is pretty 
much without interest, aside from Kentucky where 
wildeatting continues in many parts. 

Increased production in California, coupled with a 
decrease in shipments, resulted in lower draft on 
stocks for July. 


Still Bringing Gushers In Tonawanda Field 


Gypsy Oil Co. Has New Well In Sect.-11-26-4, 
Which Is Believed Largest Well In Kansas 


(Special Telegram.) 


Tulsa, Sept. 15—A well that may equal 
the recent gusher of the Gypsy Oil Co. is 
that of the Empire Gas & Fuel Co., which 
was brought in the 13th in ten feet of sand 
on their lease near the Trapshooter Oil Co.
